Daniel Dale Cahoe, 34, dead 
at the scene of the shooting. 
Cahoe was discovered in a 
barn in the 2000 block of 
Bowman Lane in Spencer 
County about 2:52 p.m., he 
said. 

The barn was on the prop¬ 
erty of Spencer County resi¬ 
dent Charles “Rusty” 
Netherton, according to 
Spencer County Sheriff 
Buddy Stump. 

Hilbert confirmed 
Monday that Daniel Cahoe 
appeared to have died from a 
gunshot to the head. The 
entry wound was to Cahoe’s 
temple, and the bullet exited 
the other side above his ear, 


Hilbert said. Stump said it 
appeared the shooting may 
have occurred in the barn. 

The gunshot may have 
come from a small-caliber 
gun, Hilbert added, noting 
that it appeared Cahoe had 
been dead approximately 24 
hours when officials arrived. 

Stump confirmed this 
observation on Tuesday. 

“He’d been there for quite 
a while — at least a day,” he 
said. 

Kentucky State Police 
have not commented on 
whether the death of Daniel 
Cahoe is in any way con¬ 
nected with a shooting that 
injured Cahoe’s twin broth-

er, Roger Allen Cahoe, 34, 
Bardstown, on New Year’s 
Eve in Bardstown. 

The man accused of 
shooting Roger Cahoe more 
than a week ago, Edward 
“Eddie” O’Bryan, 58, 
Bardstown, has been in 
Nelson County Jail since 
Dec. 31, Dep. Jailer Bonnie 
Stone said Monday morn¬ 
ing. 

O’Bryan was charged 
with first-degree assault 
after allegedly shooting 
Roger Cahoe in the stomach 
after a dispute involving 
Cahoe’s girlfriend. That 
shooting reportedly

North Third lot’s future is uncertain

After assessing the amount of 
money and time it would take to 
repair a former apartment building, 
owner and Bardstown City Council 
member Bobby Simpson, decided 
to demolish it. The demolition took 
place last week at the corner of 
North Third Street and West 
Halstead Avenue. 

“I hate to see it get torn down but 
it would have taken too much to 


repair it and there wasn’t any place 
for parking,” Simpson said. “I’m not 
sure what I am going to do with it, 
but most likely some sort of retail.” 

Simpson still has the original 
stone from the structure, which was 
built in 1947. The demolished site at 
one time was a restaurant and the 
Clothes Corner retail store. 
According to Simpson, the structure 
was built and owned by Simpson’s 
uncle.

Senior citizens 
building for sale 

Construction on new one 
is moving along

Nelson Fiscal Court voted to move forward with 
the sale of the senior citizens building on North 
Fourth Street in Bardstown. 

The facility is set to be replaced with the Nelson 
County Senior Citizens Center under construction 
near the Nelson County Justice Center. 
Construction on the new senior center is about 50 
percent complete, according to Nelson County 
Judge Executive Dean Watts. Completion on that 
project is scheduled for March 6. 

Watts said the Fourth Street center will remain 
open until the new facility opens its doors, but 
added it’s a good idea to get a head start on selling 
the old property. 

“It’s my recommendation to the court that we 
declare the property surplus and advertise it first as 
a sealed bid, set a minimum figure on it,” Watts said 
at a meeting of Fiscal Court Monday. 

The property, which is zoned R-1B residential, 
was appraised at $70,000 three or four years ago, 
and Watts recommended setting a minimum bid of 
$55,000. 

“It does need a new roof on it. It needs a lot of 
improvements,” he explained. 

If the county doesn’t receive any bids above the 
minimum, Watts recommended auctioning it. Fiscal 
Court approved declaring the property surplus and 
moving forward with bids. 

Another county property, the deed room at the 
Nelson County Clerk’s office, is likely to be reno¬ 
vated after Fiscal Court voted to approve the demo¬ 
lition of concrete walls in the deed room. The court 
also agreed Watts should continue to collect quotes

Bloomfield man accused 
of trafficking heroin

A Bloomfield man pulled over for speeding was 
allegedly discovered with $1,600 worth of heroin 
Monday evening. 

Brian Keith Boone, 37, was pulled over at 6:06 
p.m. Monday by Bardstown Police Maj. Ray Fewis, 
according to a press release from the police depart¬ 
ment. Fewis reportedly became suspicious of 
Boone’s demeanor and requested a K-9 unit, which 
indicated there were drugs in the vehicle, the press 
release states. 

Fewis detained Boone until he obtained a warrant 
on the vehicle, during which time 
Boone reportedly shifted and moved 
around in his seat while Fewis heard 
plastic being ruffled, according to 
the press release. 

When Boone stepped out of the 
vehicle, he allegedly took a lighter 
from the pocket of his hoodie sweat¬ 
shirt and appeared to try to throw 
something, according to police. 

Fewis shined a flashlight into 
Boone’s pockets, where he allegedly discovered 
pills and heroin. 

The press release states police discovered nine 
methadone pills and 32 packages of heroin wrapped 
in small packets for a total of 3.4 grams. Police 
reportedly seized these items and Boone’s 2001

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Local pediatrician to discuss battle with a killer disease, available vaccines on KET

A Bardstown physician 
known for his office’s 
research in vaccines and 
pediatric care will be fea¬ 
tured on a public television 
show about the battle against 
meningococcal disease. 

Dr. Stan L. Block, M.D., 
is prominently featured in 
“Catching a Killer: 
Preventing Meningococcal 
Disease,” part of a Public 
Broadcasting System series 
called “Healthy Body, 
Healthy Mind.” The show 
will air on KET2 at 11:30 
a.m. Jan. 12 and 11:30 a.m. 
Feb. 16. 

The six physicians and 
two nurse practitioners in 
the office where Block 
works, Physicians to 
Children and Adolescents at 
201 S. Fifth St., conduct a 
number of studies that often 
bring vaccines to Bardstown 
and Nelson County years 
before they’re available to 
the general populous. 

“We also are one of the 
largest research groups in 
ambulatory pediatrics in the 
nation. We conduct any¬ 
where from 10-15 clinical 
trials annually,” Block says 
in the documentary. “You 
have to realize that we are 
the original folks who stud¬ 
ied the pneumococcus vac¬ 
cines 20 years ago, the HIB 


vaccine 25 years ago, the 
chicken pox vaccine — all 
these things were developed 
in this office.” 

Medication to treat 
ADHD, several flu vaccines, 
and even the H1N1 vaccine 
in 2009 were tested in 
Nelson County before they 
hit the market, Block said. 

“We find folks that might 
be interested in the research 
and if they’re willing and 
able ... they’ll go ahead and 
participate in the research if 
they think it’s worthwhile,” 
he explained. “(We) were 
able to get the vaccine five 
to 10 years before anyone 
else in the world can get it, 
so a lot of people like that 
idea.” 

The development of vac¬ 
cines to battle bacteria that 
cause meningitis and sepsis 
has been a project Block has 
focused on for the majority 
of his 30 years working as a 
pediatrician in Bardstown. 

Since the 1980s, 
researchers have battled 
three main types of bacterial 
meningitis or septicemia: 
Haemophilus influenzae 
type B (HIB), pneumococ¬ 
cus and meningococcus. 
Vaccines have been devel¬ 
oped to battle all three, 
Block said, most recently for 
meningococcus. A vaccine 
against two of its three 
strains has been on the mar¬ 
ket for about six years, he 



said. 

But that vaccine was 
administered to hundreds of 
people locally about five 
years before it was available 
to the general public, Block 
said. 

That availability may 
indeed be a relief to local 
people, especially consider¬ 
ing how dangerous 
meningococcus can be. 

“Meningococcal disease 
begins with flu-like symp¬ 
toms and can quickly 
progress to a life-threatening 
situation,” explains the host 
of “Catching a Killer.” 

Block is not the only 
Bardstonian featured on the 
program. Also appearing is a 
meningococcus survivor, 
Tonya Brey, and her mother, 
Carla Jo Ferguson, who 
recall the chilling Sunday 
about 10 years ago when 17- 
year-old Brey awoke and 
couldn’t move her arms. 

Just the day before, Brey 
thought she only had a cold. 
But her mother rushed her to 
Flaget Memorial Hospital, 
where doctors weren’t sure

what was making her sick. 
But her pediatrician, Block, 
recognized that the small 
purple spots on her skin may 
be a sign of meningococ- 
cemia or Rocky Mountain 
spotted fever, and he began 
to treat her for both. 

Block said he knew Brey 
well enough to know she 
wasn’t a complainer; also, 
he recalled her mother say¬ 
ing she just didn’t look right. 

“That’s the key: it’s more 
ill than usual,” Block 
explained. “It’s that combi¬ 
nation of things together that 
says, this is different.” 

By the time Brey arrived 
at Kosair Children’s 
Hospital in Louisville, she 
was looking better, and a 
blood test indicated she had 
an early version of the 
meningococcal blood 
stream infection. 

Brey missed more than 
two months of school, but 
she survived the ordeal with¬ 
out suffering any permanent 
damage to her body, which 
isn’t always the case. 

“I just hope Dr. Block 



knows what he has done, 
because he really is — he’s 
an angel,” Ferguson said on 
the documentary. 

“Dr. Block means every¬ 
thing,” Brey agreed. “If it 
wasn’t for him, then I 
wouldn’t be here today.” 

The most important thing 
parents can do to keep their 
children from facing the 
same dangerous situation is 
to get them vaccinated, 
Block advised. 

“These vaccines are sav¬ 
ing lives,” he said. 

The meningococcal germ 
tends to affect children 
under 1 year old and chil¬ 
dren ages 11-18, Block said. 

“We don’t have a vaccine 
currently approved for chil¬ 
dren under age 2,” he 
explained. Meanwhile, a 
vaccine for those aged 2-10 
is not recommended by the 
Centers of Disease Control 
because the risk of contrac¬ 
tion is so low for that popu¬ 
lation. Parents who would 
like their children vaccinat¬ 
ed at that age should ask 
their pediatrician. 


Meningococcal disease is 
breathed in through the nose 
or mouth, and risk increases 
with close contact with oth¬ 
ers. That’s why the first dose 
of the vaccine is recom¬ 
mended for 11-12-year-olds, 
with a booster dose adminis¬ 
tered to 16-18-year-olds. 
Those who are entering col¬ 
lege or the military are also 
advised to get the vaccine, 
along with anyone who 
might suffer immunodefi¬ 
ciency, Block said. 

The kind of research the 
doctors at Physicians to 
Children and Adolescents 
perform is “unheard of ” in a 
small town like Bardstown, 
Block said. 

“It’s really an important 
niche, because as you know, 
most studies (and) research 
is done in academic centers 
in bigger cities,” he said. 
“You need to (research with¬ 
in) diverse populations to 
see if it’s across the board 
working.” 

But despite his accom¬ 
plishments, Block remains a 
general pediatrician who 
enjoys getting to know his 
patients personally, and still 
describes himself as a “sim¬ 
ple country doctor.”

Bloomfield City Council 
member Brad Goff opened 
Monday’s City Council 
meeting by announcing that 
it would be his last because 
he is moving out of the city 
limits and must resign from 
the council. 

He recommended the 
consideration of Scott 
Thompson as his replace¬ 
ment. Thompson is a mem¬ 
ber of the Northeast Nelson 
Fire Department and an 
employee of Big 3 in 
Bloomfield. Thompson has 


lived in the city for just 
under a year, and the law 
states that one of the qualifi¬ 
cations for being on the 
council is being a resident of 
the city for at least one year. 
The council decided to delay 
any action on this appoint¬ 
ment until its February 
meeting to gauge public 
comment or see if anyone 
else is interested. 

Garbage rates 

Garbage rates will rise 
slightly under a new contract 
with Waste Management 
Inc. out of Louisville. 


Monthly charges for 
garbage pickup will go from 
$10.25 a month to $10.52. 
Council members debated 
on whether to go with a 


more expensive plan where 
Waste Management would 
supply the garbage totes, but 
decided to leave it up to each 
individual homeowner to 


make that choice. Instead of 
an annual bulky item pick¬ 
up, which would have cost 
another $1,200, the city 
adopted a plan where each 


resident can place one large 
item per week with their 
pickup.

Police believe a 
Bardstown woman was lying 
when she said a man robbed 
her at gunpoint in the Kroger 
parking lot on Sunday.

Dead end on Old 
Louisville Road 

Streetlights were installed 
to brighten two intersections 
of Old Louisville Road and 
New Louisville Road, or 
U.S. 3 IE North, according 
to Road Department 
Supervisor Jim Lemieux. A 
streetlight was also installed 
on the north end of Old 
Louisville Road near where 
the road forks. In one direc¬ 
tion, it leads back to U.S. 
3 IE, but in the other direc¬ 
tion it leads to a dead end. 

Lemieux said there have 
been reports of people driv¬ 
ing off the road in the dead 
end. Watts argued he 
thought a sign that says, 
“Pavement Ends,” which is 
already in place, should be 
enough indication for most 
people. He added he thought 
the problem has been 
because of people driving 
too fast. 

“The signage is not good,” 
Lemieux said. “There’s 
always going to be someone 
driving there that doesn’t 
know the road.” 

“To me, a stop sign is a 
minimal expense for, if it’s 
nothing else, it’s peace of 
mind,” District 2 Magistrate 
Sam Hutchins said. 

Jeff Lear, in whose district 
2 the dead end is located, 


said he also believed a stop 
sign would be a good idea. 

“If you want a stop sign I 
will order a stop sign put up 
today,” Watts said. 

In other news: 

• Nelson County Sheriff 
Stephen Campbell presented 
a $1,512,928 fiscal year 
2012 budget to Fiscal Court. 

“I believe this budget is a 
little over $2,000 more than 
last year,” Campbell said. 

Fiscal Court approved the 
budget, and also approved a 
request for a $300,000 
advancement of funds from 
the state, which the depart¬ 
ment requests every year. 
The department pays back 
these funds when it collects 
property taxes in the fall, 
Watts explained. 

• Fiscal Court also 
approved a fiscal year 2012 
budget and salary cap for the 
Nelson County Clerk’s 
office. Last year saw an 
increase in usage tax rev¬ 
enues, which are taxes taken 
in on the sale of a vehicle, 
bookkeeper Gail Brown 
said. 

“We brought in over 
$500,000 more this year on 
usage tax, and that’s people 
buying vehicles,” she said. 
Only about 3 percent of that 
stays at the County Clerk’s 
office, however; the rest 
goes to the state, she said. 

• The county is exploring 
the idea of leasing part of 
Culvertown Park to a man 
who would be conducting an 


archery program there, 
Watts said. 

• Logging near Prather 
Ridge Road has damaged 
the road beyond what its 
$1,500 bond would cover, 
Hahn said. It is allowable 
within county ordinances for 
the county to seek additional 
damages once the work is 
complete, Watts said. 

• About 14 streetlights in 
the area of Bellwood Road 
and Boston Road were shot 
out the night of Christmas 
Eve, District 3 Magistrate 
Bernard Ice said. These 
include a caution light shot 
out in downtown Boston, he 
said. The incident has been 
reported to police. Campbell 


said he believes a suspect 
vehicle had been identified 
but as of Tuesday afternoon, 
he was unsure of the status 
of that investigation. 

• Austin Weller was 
appointed to the Joint City- 
County Ethics Board. 

• A newly purchased dead 
animal truck is in operation 
part of the time, but because 
the truck is higher than the 
former vehicle, county 
employees are working to 
fabricate a new tailgate for 
it, Solid Waste Director Brad 
Spalding said. Meanwhile, 
about 25,000 pounds of 
parts from an old compactor 
earned $3,000 at Waddell’s 
Recycling, he reported.

Let's breathe 
new life into 
an old school 
facility 

The former Old Kentucky Home Interme¬ 
diate School 70-year-old historical building 
on East Muir Avenue is just sitting gracefully 
waiting to find new tenants and a resurgence 
of life. The building, which hasn’t been 
occupied since last school year, has been 
declared surplus property by the Nelson 
County School Board and is for sale. 

While the building has been appraised at 
$650,000 and may not be much to look at 
design wise, the 64,000-square-foot structure 
has many opportunities. To make it all come 
together and help find viable tenants who 
will complement each other, we think the 
City of Bardstown needs to get involved. 

Because of the building’s proximity to Fos¬ 
ter Heights Elementary School and within 
the city limits of Bardstown, this could be a 
great set up for expanding secondary educa¬ 
tion into Nelson County. There is currently a 
void in Nelson County for a post secondary 
college in Bardstown. Considering the num¬ 
ber of Nelson County students already 
enrolled in Elizabethtown Community & 
Technology Center — which is second only 
to Hardin County — and almost the same 
number of students traveling to Jefferson 
Community College in Louisville, it makes 
sense for ECTC to expand into Nelson 
County with its own bricks and mortar cam¬ 
pus. The former school building would be 
the perfect centralized location with class¬ 
room structures already in place to establish 
the campus. 

It could also lend itself to an expanding 
partnership between ECTC and St. Catharine 
College, which continues to add four-year 
degree programs. As costs of higher educa¬ 
tion continue to rise making it more difficult 
for local families, finding ways to serve our 
young college-bound students closer to 
home only makes good economic sense. 

What about other uses for the building? 

It could be a permanent home for the 
Bardstown Community Theatre, which will 
be using the facility for its musical perform¬ 
ance of “Oliver” later this month. The gym 
could be utilized for more City of Bardstown 
recreational opportunities and who knows 
what other great opportunities might arise. 

Don’t let the building just sit and deterio¬ 
rate like we have let others do. Reach an 
agreement now and breathe new life into a 
once vibrant building.

Citizen leadership or lifetime job 


Last week, Sen. Mitch Mc¬ 
Connell made a rare visit to 
Bardstown, something he has 
only done a handful of times 
in the past decade or so. 

While I have respect for him 
as a Senator and his position 
as Senate Minority Leader, 
one of the top 5 most pow¬ 
erful people in the U.S. 
government, I do disagree 
with him on a variety of 
issues. 

I disagree with him that the 
Health Care plan passed in 
2010 is as bad as he portrays 
it to be. It has problems, but 
he and his colleagues in the 
Republican Congress have 
yet to propose a plan to re¬ 
place it should it be repealed 
or to even work with the Pres¬ 
ident to make it better. I 
disagree with him on the tax 
structure in the country and I 
disagree with him on a 
number of other issues as 
well. However, in this column 
with its limited space, I will 
concentrate on just one 
concern. 

Responding to a question 
by local attorney Matthew 
Hite,McConnell dismissed 
the idea of term limits and 
campaign finance reform. 
While that sounds like two 
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issues, in reality it is just one. 
Hite stated that he felt that 
“career politicians” in Wash¬ 
ington were one of the 
biggest reasons we are in the 
mess we are in now and that 
big money has been a con¬ 
tributing factor. McConnell 
used the Constitution’s First 
Amendment to say that it is 
unlawful to prevent someone 
from using their own money 
to fund another’s political 
campaign, citing free speech 
to include money and that 
corporations are considered 
people according to the 
Supreme Court. Yet in an¬ 
other part of the same 
document, Article 1, Section 


5, each House shall be the 
Judge of the Elections, Re¬ 
turns and Qualifications of its 
own Members. As far as 
money being free speech and 
corporations being treated as 
people, this issue is far from 
settled. His answer to term 
limits was also a bit short, he 
said we already have term 
limits in place, they are called 
elections and the people can 
decide at the end of any legis¬ 
lator’s term whether to keep 
them or select someone else. 
Yet his visit here, and 
throughout Kentucky, was not 
financed by his campaign, but 
by you and me. Same as his 
phone calls, mailings, press 
releases and his tendency to 
be on a front page of a news¬ 
paper rather than on page 6 as 
his likely opponent would be 
should they visit Bardstown. 
Just another perk of being an 
incumbent. 

My contention that these 
two issues can be combined is 
this simple. If we have term 
limits, we would have less 
need of finance reform. Sure, 
money will still be donated in 
large amounts and there is 
always going to be some 
fraud and abuse of the 
system, but if they know they 


are only there for a limited 
number of years, they may be 
more apt to do what is best 
for their country and less for 
themselves. Even McConnell 
in Bardstown told the crowd 
that he could not sell an issue 
to his people in the Senate by 
saying that a proposal might 
work, but if they vote on it 
they could lose their job be¬ 
cause it’s not popular. 
Somehow that hit me wrong. 
Are elected officials in office 
to do what is right for 
America or to protect their 
own jobs? Self preservation is 
a strong motivator. 

Campaign finance reform 
seems only fair to me as an 
American citizen. Our gov¬ 
ernment belongs to everyone 
equally. It belongs to veterans 
and factory workers, it be¬ 
longs to the retired and 
disabled, it should not only be 
indebted to those who can 
afford hefty donations. 

He pointed out that only by 
working together in a bi-par¬ 
tisan way could anything ever 
be done in Washington. I 
don’t think he will find many 
who disagree with that 
statement. 


Of what real value is USPS? 


All of us will soon become 
newly aware of our U.S. 

Postal Service (USPS) — 
some postage rates will in¬ 
crease. First class mail will 
now cost 45 cents for the first 
ounce. 

I think that is actually a big 
bargain. Internal Revenue 
Service and others say it costs 
upwards of 50 cents to drive a 
car just 1 mile; how many 
miles does one need to travel 
to go pretty much anywhere? 
Phone and thus Internet 
access carry significant 
monthly charges. 

I figure I am among 
USPS’s biggest individual 
customers based on postage 
used each year. I write to a 
number of people, produce a 
newsletter 7/year, and through 
Catholic Charities there is an¬ 
other newsletter 4/year. 
Further, for five-plus decades 
my Sisters of Mercy mistress 
of novices helped many 
Mercy ministries through the 
stamp collection she amassed 
and the business she had with 
stamp collector companies. 

Michael I. Niman in a 
recent op-ed in Artvoice, re¬ 
viewed the history and 
purpose of our USPS. I 
learned: 

• Postal service is a public 
service in every nation on 
Earth except Somalia. 

• Our U.S. Postal Service is 
the only public service specif- 
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ically addressed in our Con¬ 
stitution. Article One, 
specifically. 

• Its original purpose: to be 
a channel for political, civic 
discussion and debate, to 
inform all people throughout 
our big diverse country. 

• Thus newspapers and 
magazines have always en¬ 
joyed government-subsidized 
rates. 

• Journalism, rooted in the 
First Amendment, is the only 
Constitutionally protected 
profession. 

• That 60 percent of people 
have dedicated Internet con¬ 
nections — and 40 percent do 
not (for a big range of 
reasons). 

• A handful of corporations 
have ownership of the In¬ 
ternet’s infrastructure with the 
control that goes with own¬ 


ership. 

• USPS is legally required 
to serve all Americans, no 
matter where we live. FedEx 
and UPS are able to cherry- 
pick profitable services — 
and commit to USPS items 
for delivery to the tough 
places. (This fact has long ag¬ 
gravated me.) 

• USPS lost all public 
funding about 30 years ago 
— yet was required to con¬ 
tinue fulfilling all federal 
mandates. 

• Some in U.S. society 
want our postal service priva¬ 
tized. Thus in 2006 our U.S. 
Congress passed a law re¬ 
quiring USPS to pre-fund its 
retirement fund 75 years into 
the future — a most uncom¬ 
monly long period for any 
government agency or private 
entity. Therefore, $5 billion a 
year has to be set aside — 
which responsibility is largely 
responsible for USPS’s 
current financial crunch and 
the need to engage in maybe 
the death spiral of raising 
rates and engaging in reduced 
service and facilities. 

• Small businesses are sig¬ 
nificantly helped by the bulk 
rates they receive for their ad¬ 
vertisements — often their 
lifelines. 

• FedEx and UPS are two 
big contributors to politicians 
who strive to privatize USPS. 
(This fact aggravates me 


greatly, too.) If that effort suc¬ 
ceeds, what will likely happen 
to FedEx and UPS rates (if 
history is any guide in eco¬ 
nomics)? Is a set of special 
interests at work here? 

• Post Office employees do 
much more than process and 
carry the mail — to our of¬ 
fices and homes remember. 
As especially the carriers go 
their “appointed rounds,” 
they keep a watchful eye on 
our homebound people, 
senior citizens and the place. 
(Relationships with dogs 
though is an enduring “work 
in progress” often enough.) 

• Postmasters are a special 
group of people, too — 
knowing and befriending a lot 
of local people while tending 
a lot of package processing 
and stamp sales, and at 
Nazareth, taking care of 
passports. 

So ... a lot is going on con¬ 
cerning the matter of our U.S. 
Postal System, more than 
meets the eye or makes the 
media. 

Let’s pay attention, appre¬ 
ciate everyone serving in 
USPS, and challenge our 
Congress as appropriate. 

Furthermore, for anyone 
in the market for an inter¬ 
esting hobby, try stamp 
collecting! It is fascinating — 
and informative!

Local students benefit from lottery proceeds 


FRANKFORT — Some 
of my constituents have 
asked me where the money 
from the Kentucky Lottery 
goes. That’s a good ques¬ 
tion, and something of 
which I think all the peo¬ 
ple in my district should be 
aware. The short answer is 
education. 

The Kentucky Lottery 
began in 1989 and has 
deposited more than $3.5 
billion in our state treasury 
since that time. While a 
portion was sometimes 
designated for veterans, 
low-income housing, or the 
general fund, the vast 
majority has gone to edu¬ 
cation, especially in most 
recent years. In fiscal year 
2011, all of the money 
funded education. 

The lottery provides 
millions of dollars each 
year for need and merit- 
based scholarships to stu¬ 
dents in the 

Commonwealth. It subsi¬ 
dizes the College Access 
Program and the Kentucky 
Tuition Grant. Kentucky 
students qualify for these 
grants based on their 
income and can use the 
money only at post-sec¬ 
ondary institutions in the 
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state. It also fully funds the 
Kentucky Educational 
Excellence Scholarship 
which students earn by 
maintaining at least a 2.5 
GPA through high school. 

Since fiscal year 1999, 
the Kentucky Lottery has 
given $1.74 billion to 
Kentucky students through 
these programs. Many stu¬ 
dents in the 14th Senate 
District have received 
$69,289,480 during that 
time. Last year, 4,457 stu¬ 
dents received a total of 
$7,602,945. The chart in 
the right-hand column 
shows details for each 
county. 

While most funds are 
allocated for post-second¬ 
ary education, the

occurred shortly before 1:41 
a.m. Dec. 31 at 201 W. Muir 
Ave. in Bardstown. 

Roger Cahoe was trans¬ 
ported to University of 
Louisville Hospital in 
Louisville after the shooting. 
As of Monday morning, Jan. 
9, he was no longer at the 
hospital. However, Detective 
Stephen Spurlock of KSP 
Post 12 in Frankfort said he 
spoke to Roger Cahoe at the 
hospital Saturday and it was 
his understanding Cahoe 
had been in the hospital 
since he was shot. 

Spurlock is heading the 
investigation into Daniel 
Cahoe’s death. 

According to Bardstown 
Police Capt. Tom Roby, 
Bardstown Police are not 
involved in the Daniel 
Cahoe investigation at this 
time. 

The twins’ father, Roger 
Dale Cahoe, Bardstown, 
said Monday that he didn’t 
believe the two shootings 
were related. 

“Almost lost both of 
them. Anything that comes 
out of this, we want to know 
who did it,” their father said. 
Roger Dale Cahoe said his 
son, Roger Cahoe, was 
released from the hospital 
Saturday and is still recover¬ 
ing. 

Spurlock could not com¬ 


ment on whether the shoot¬ 
ings were related as the 
homicide investigation is 
ongoing. KSP Trooper 
Ronald Turley, Post 12 pub¬ 
lic affairs officer, said state 
police are not officially 
releasing information about 
the cause of death or the 
location of the murder. 

“The reason we’re not 
giving out a lot of informa¬ 
tion is we anticipate taking a 
lot of calls about this case 
and we want to make sure 
pertinent information about 
this investigation is not 
leaked out,” Turley said. 

Neither Turley nor 
Spurlock could comment on 
whether any suspects have 
been identified in the inves¬ 
tigation. 

“To my knowledge we 
don’t have a suspect right 
now,” Stump said Tuesday. 
The Spencer County 
Sheriff’s Department is 
working in conjunction with 
KSP on the investigation. 

Stump added that “we 
have no idea” why Cahoe 
was at the barn. The sheriff’s 
off ice interviewed 

Netherton that day and 
Stump said Netherton didn’t 
appear to have any informa¬ 
tion on the incident. The 
barn is in poor shape and 
isn’t used much, Stump said. 

According to Hilbert, at 
least one passerby saw 
Daniel Cahoe’s feet inside 
the barn. 

Stump said someone driv¬

rural road originally saw 
something suspicious. 

“It was discovered by just 
a motorist who was passing 
by who happened to look 
through the crack in the 
barn,” Stump said.

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Big bear, 
eagle threat 
found 

As the new year races out 
of the starting gate headlong 
into the Mayan calendar’s 
2012, we need to make sure 
we have caught our share of 
fish, bagged our share of 
squirrels and hiked our share 
of trails. 

While obviously the 
Mayans were a pretty bright 
bunch, only a few of them 
made it to 2012. But their 
famous calendar — which 
claims this year will be our 
last — gives us cause to 
enjoy it. 

Several brief fishing out¬ 
ings the first week were just 
that — fishing for crappie, 
but not catching. So, it also is 
time to sift through the desk 
in-basket, and a couple of 
interesting times turned up. 

Last month, a New Jersey 
hunter, Bruce Headley, shot 
an 829-pound black bear in 
Morris County. It was one of 
the top dozen black bears in 
size ever harvested in the 
United States or Canada. 

Back in the late ’70s, I, 
along with my family, lived 
in Morris County, not far 
from Headley’s family farm 
where he shot the bear. 

Back in those days, no one 
ever heard of a bear in New 
Jersey. However, I do 
remember doing a story 
about one that tore up a 
camper’s tent in 
Pennsylvania. 

But similar to the way 
bears moved into Kentucky 
and have been sighted in 
Indiana, bears moved into 
New Jersey and thrived. In 
fact they have done so well, 
the state started a hunting 
season a couple years ago 
after bears became a nui¬ 
sance in the densely populat¬ 
ed state. 

Headley, who was hunting 
on the farm, which has been 
owned by his family for nine 
decades, purchased a bear 
tag, but really wasn’t hunting 
for the bruin. He really want¬ 
ed a deer as his family enjoys 
venison. 

He had seen the bear in 
September, when it was stuff¬ 
ing itself with Yellow 
Delicious apples, in his back 
yard. 

The bear was so large it 
took nearly three hours to 
bring it from the woods. 
Headley and friends had to 
obtain equipment and cut a 
path to get it out. 

Headley donated the huge 
bear to the New Jersey 
Division of Fish and 
Wildlife, which hopes to 
have it mounted and dis¬ 
played at the Pequest Natural 
Resource Education Center, 
so others can see the biggest 
bear ever taken in New 
Jersey. 

Another surprising item in 
the “in-box” involves an 
Oregon wind farm, which 
would produce environmen¬ 
tally green electric power. 
The wind farmer is seeking 
an OK from the federal gov¬ 
ernment to legally kill up to 
three protected Golden 
Eagles. 

Killing a Golden Eagle 
could cost someone at least 
$5,000 and land them in 
prison for a year. 

The federal government is 
proposing to grant a first-of- 
its-kind permit that would 
allow the developer of a cen¬ 
tral Oregon wind-power proj-

Fundamentals key for young Cards

Nelson County graduated six sen¬ 
iors from last season, a group with a 
wealth of experience, including state 
tournament experience. 

Those guys are gone, however, 
leaving Sean McCarthy spending a lot 
of time coaching up fundamentals 
with a new group, many of whom are 
first-year wrestlers. 

“That was a really great (senior) 
group,” McCarthy said. “It’s been a 
learning process.” 

McCarthy has 15 kids out this year, 
but has a couple of weight divisions 
(182 and 195 pounds) empty, and 
would love to have more athletes 
come out for wrestling so as to have 
plenty of depth to cover for the 
inevitable injuries that occur. He said 
there is a “bottleneck” of kids 
between 120 and 135 pounds, and 
would like to see more kids come out 
at multiple weight divisions, because 
it makes everybody better up and 
down the roster. 

“Competition is what breeds excel¬ 
lence,” he said. “If somebody’s 
breathing down your neck for your 
spot, it makes you work harder, it 
makes you get better. That’s some¬ 


thing that numbers really, really helps 
with.” 

And with empty spots at certain 
weight classes, it puts the team in an 
instant hole at meets. 

“It’s a great sport,” said sophomore 
heavyweight Zack Lawson, who has 
been a surprise this season while 
sporting a 17-3 match record. 

“I’ve grown a lot and been lifting 
weights with the football team,” 
Lawson said. Plus, “I’ve been work¬ 
ing at home with my dad a little bit. 
We’ve got a mat in the garage.” 

McCarthy credited Lawson for his 
hard work in the off-season, hard 
work which is paying off now in his 
breakout season. 

Even though the team has had its 
share of growing pains, there are lots 
of bright spots, McCarthy said. 

Freshman Kevin Humkey is 9-4 in 
his first season at the 106-pound divi¬ 
sion, and Steven Hopkins, who 
moved into the starting lineup this 
season, at 138 pounds has posted a 
17-8 mark so far. Also, Reed 
Montgomery, a holdover from last 
season, has enjoyed a strong junior 
season at 220 pounds, going 15-5 and 
winning his division at the Fern Creek 
Duals over the holidays. 

Among the newcomers out this 


season is Nelson County’s first 
female wrestler, junior Alyssa 
Plowman, who is 7-10 on the season 
at the 120-pound weight class, but 
suffered an injury in the LaRue 
County High Stakes Duals this past 
weekend. She’s the sibling of former 
Cardinal wrestler and state qualifier 
Zach Plowman, one of last year’s sen¬ 
iors, as is eighth-grader Lucas 
Plowman, who mans the 126-pound 
slot. 

“I think every single one of these 
kids (on the team) have a chance to 
make it to state,” McCarthy said. 

While there has been a lot of teach¬ 
ing of fundamentals this season, 
McCarthy said that’s not necessarily a 
bad thing. 

“Fundamentals will win champi¬ 
onships every time,” he said. “If 
you’ve got a lot of fancy technique, 
it’s great to have in your back pocket, 
but wrestling’s one of those sports 
where you can be great at two or three 
things and win a state championship. 
It’s the level of intensity — how bad 
you want it. Hopefully we can get a 
lot of these guys there.” 

The lone returnee who has “been 
there” is eighth-grader Andrew

B’town boys improve 
to 3-0 in district play

It was truly a game of two halves. 

Unfortunately for the Bardstown 
girls, Washington County’s second 
half was better than coach Paul 
Stone’s team’s first half. 

But just barely. 

In a game that could have major 
ramifications in determining the 
seeding for the 19th District 
Tournament, Kenya Turner hit two 
free throws with no time left in reg¬ 
ulation to put the finishing touches 
on a second-half comeback as the 
Commanders beat the Tigers 51-50 
Saturday night in Springfield in the 
second of two games in five days 
between the teams. 

Bardstown had taken a 50-49 
lead with nine seconds left on a 
Shyla Calbert layup. 

“I told the girls during the time 
out before that play that if they 
scored, we would not call a time out 
but to get the ball to Shay (Yocum) 
and for her to take the ball to the 
basket,” winning coach Bernard 
Smalley said. “That was one of the 
few times all night that they did 
what we told them to do.” 

Yocum missed her shot but 
Turner was there to snare the 
rebound and was fouled on her put- 
back attempt. 

“That’s what killed us in the sec¬ 
ond half,” said Stone, referring to 
the offensive rebound. “I watched 
the film Sunday and they had six 


put-backs for buckets in the second 
half.” 

Stone was complimentary of 
Turner’s play. 

“She’s so good at going up and 
catching the ball without bringing it 
down,” said Stone. “Kenya has not 
always been able to do that, but 
coach Smalley has done a good job 
working with her on that.” 

Turner, who scored 15 points and 
grabbed 19 boards in a Washington 
County 55-46 win at Bardstown last 
week, finished the game with 25 


points and 21 rebounds. 

Her team needed every bit of that 
effort against a Bardstown squad 
that went into the game knowing a 
win would ensure them a spot away 
from district favorite Nelson County 
in the seeding. 

The Tigers came out with focus. 

Abbie Parrish scored her team’s 
final 15 points of the opening peri¬ 
od, all on shots from behind the arc, 
as Bardstown stormed out to a 21-9 
lead at the first stop. 

“We talked about it all week on 


how we needed to take our time and 
make that extra pass,” Stone said. 
“We did that in the first half and that 
extra pass enabled us to get some 
good shots.” 

Parrish scored her team’s first 
basket of the game and finished that 
first quarter with 17 points. She was 
held without a field goal the rest of 
the way. 

Bardstown was up 35-19 at the 
half, but went scoreless for the first 
four minutes of the second half 
when Parrish hit a free throw. The 
Tigers’ only field goal of the third 
quarter came with just under a 
minute left on a BreAsia Spalding 
bucket. 

Turner, who scored 18 of her 
points in the second half, teamed 
with Jennifer Keene to help the win¬ 
ners outscore Bardstown 15-3 in the 
third quarter. 

Bardstown managed to hold onto 
its lead until Riquel Logan’s three- 
pointer with just under two minutes 
left gave the home team a 45-44 
lead. A put-back by Turner and a 
basket by Keene gave Washington 
County a 49-46 advantage at the 
one minute mark. Calbert then hit 
two free throws with 51 second left 
to cut the margin to one, setting the 
stage for the final exchange of bas¬ 
kets 

“I was really pleased that our 
team kept playing hard,” Stone said. 
“After they started cutting into our 
lead, we rushed a couple of shots. 
But they are much bigger than us 
and more athletic than we are, but I 
thought our girls hung in there.” 

The win was the fifth in a row for 
Washington County as the

Ackley (113 pounds), who 
qualified for the state tour¬ 
nament last year and is 
sparkling so far this year 
with a 24-4 season mark and 
a pair of wins over top-15 
opponents at LaRue County 
over the weekend. 

Ackley said it’s kind of 
awkward being one of the 
leaders of the team at such a 
young age, but “I try to show 
the guys the way.” 

Ackley said the state tour¬ 
nament experience from last 
season has served as a big 
motivational force for him 
this season, and his goal is to 
get back and place at state. 
McCarthy said he’s well on 
his way after getting his feet 
wet last year, and should be 
able to be much more 
focused this time around. 

“It’s huge,” McCarthy 
said. “It takes away that 
whole deer in the headlights

weight classes changing. For

James “Boo” Brewer’s 
Bardstown squad shook off 
a sluggish start and pulled 
away in the second half for 
a 61-38 win at Washington 
County. 

Playing the Commanders 


for the second time in five 
days (winning 91-44 on 
Tuesday), Bardstown trailed

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Tea leaves and herbal concoctions 


-We visited friends in 
Boulder, Colo., during the 
Christmas holiday and had 
an opportunity to visit the 
Celestial Seasonings Tea 
Company that is headquar¬ 
tered there. In fact, this one 
factory produces all of its tea 
sold worldwide. 

Celestial Tea had humble 
beginnings with a group of 
“passionate young entrepre¬ 
neurs” (i.e hippies in 1969) 
who began collecting herbs 
from the slopes of the Rocky 
Mountains and crafted their 
own herbal teas to sell to 
local health food stores. 
Today Celestial Seasonings 
is one of the largest special¬ 
ty teas companies in North 
America. 

By definition a true tea is 
an aromatic beverage made 
from steeping the cured 
leaves of Camillia sinensis 
in hot water. The legend sur¬ 
rounding the first cup of tea 
figures around the mytho¬ 
logical Emperor Shen Nung. 
Emperor Shen Nung was 
quite remarkable; he was 
considered the father of 
Chinese medicine and agri¬ 
culture (the first to invent 
the plow and introduce the 
cultivation of grains); he had 
a profound interest in plants 
and an experimental attitude 
that was made all the more

revealing because he had a 
transparent stomach (better 
to understand the medicine 
side of things.) Traveling 
through his kingdom on a 
hot summer day more than 
5,000 years ago, he paused 
to rest, his servants boiled 
some water which was a rea¬ 
sonable proposition to 
ensure that the water was 
safe to drink and a gust of 
wind blew some dried 
camellia leaves into the ket¬ 
tle. The curious Emperor 
was more than willing to try 
the accidental concoction 
and found it to be refreshing 
and invigorating (a little 
dose of caffeine never hurt 
anyone!) And so it began ... 
tea is the most widely con¬ 
sumed beverage worldwide 
after water. 

Tea types include a con¬ 
fusing array of different col¬ 


ors, combinations and ingre¬ 
dients ... this is how I have 
come to understand what I 
am drinking on any given 
morning. The most common 
tea types are black, green, 
and white. All of these come 
from the same plant — 
Camillia sinensis —what 
distinguishes them is the 
processing. 

As soon as the tea leaves 
are plucked from the bushes 
they begin to wilt and oxi¬ 
dize, in the most basic sense 
the leaves begin to change 
color as the chlorophyll 
breaks down and tannins 
accumulate. This process is 
called fermentation and 
when the fermentation is 
stopped by applying heat is 
how tea becomes black or 
green. So, a black tea, which 
has the most caffeine, is 
actually heated as it is dried 
to allow for maximum dry¬ 
ing and oxidation which cre¬ 
ates the black leaves; green 
tea is minimally heated right 
after picking with steam 
heat which stops oxidation 
and allows the leaves to 
retain their green. 

White tea is altogether 
different. White tea is con¬ 
sidered the tea of Emperors 
because it comes from the 
leaf buds of the tea bush. 
Yes, before the leaves even 


unfurl in the spring... the sil¬ 
very-white swollen leaf buds 
are harvested in small batch¬ 
es, sun-dried and slightly 
heated to create a very subtle 
tea. 

Teas are reputed to have 
flavonoid antioxidants, 
which have contributed to 
the increase in variety found 
on store shelves today. The 
competition is fierce (and 
confusing!) True tea comes 
from the tea plant — 
Camillia sinensis — so what 
is all that other stuff? 
Rooibos, or “red bush,” 
comes from a South African 
mountain bush; herbal teas 
are infusions of fruit and 
herbs; and chai is a sweet to 
piquant mixture of teas, 
herbs and spices. Chai is of 
Southeast Asian origin and I 
consider it a drinkable ver¬ 
sion of a good Indian curry 
which is just a mixture of 
various herbs and spices. It 
is said that many Indian 
families have their own sig¬ 
nature chai recipe. 

Turns out that iced tea is a 
relatively new way to enjoy 
tea ... it wasn’t until 1904 
that iced tea came on the 
scene at the St. Louis 
World’s Fair — the same 
year that the tea bag was 
invented. So, how do you 
take your tea?

How to protect yourself from HPV and cervical cancer

Cervical cancer is the third 
most common type of cancer 
in women worldwide. In the 
United States, 30 women are 
diagnosed with cervical 
cancer and 11 women die 
from it every day. Cervical 
cancer occurs when ab¬ 
normal cells begin to develop 
and multiply on the cervix — 
the lower part of the uterus 
(womb) that connects to the 
vagina in females. Cervical 
cancer usually has no 
symptoms, and is not hered¬ 
itary like some other cancers. 
It typically develops very 
slowly, and patients usually 


do not have any problems 
until the cancer is advanced 
and has spread. 

Two types of a very 
common virus cause 75 
percent of all cervical cancer 
cases — the human papillo¬ 
mavirus (HPV), which is the 
most common sexually trans¬ 
mitted infection. It is so 
common, that at least 50 
percent of sexually active 
men and women will get it at 
some point during their lives. 
In 90 percent of cases 
however, the body’s immune 
system clears the virus on its 
own. When a woman is in¬ 
fected with these two types of 
HPV however, if the virus is 
not cleared by the body then 
abnormal cells can develop in 
the lining of the cervix and 
pre-cancers and cancers can 


form. 

Routine Pap testing is the 
best way to find cervical cell 
changes. Pap tests screen for 
pre-cancerous changes in the 
cervix through microscopic 
examination of cells scraped 
from the cervix. Most women 
who are diagnosed with cer¬ 
vical cancer have not had 
regular Pap tests or have not 
followed up on abnormal test 
results. In addition to routine 
Pap testing, other precautions 
include regular use of 
condoms and limiting sexual 
partners to avoid spreading 
the HPV virus. 

There are also two vac¬ 
cines — Gardasil and 
Cervarix — available that can 
protect women against most 
cervical cancers. The vac¬ 
cines protect against the four 


types of HPV that cause cer- 
vical cancer and genital 
warts. The three-shot vaccine 
series is recommended for 
11- and 12-year- old girls. It 
is also recommended for girls 
and young women ages 13- 
26 who have not yet been 
vaccinated or completed the 
vaccine series. 

Women need to be 
proactive with their health. 
Contact your physician today 
if you are sexually active and 
it’s been a while since your 
last Pap test. Speak with your 
daughter’s pediatrician about 
HPV vaccination. Cervical 
cancer can be a very pre¬ 
ventable disease. For more
